Tespectively 
read on those days. — Of these four portions, three refer to the obser. 
vance of the Passover and the fourth is connected with the celebration of Parim, . 
So little is known, except to rabbinical scholars, of the significancg 
and errangement of the “ portions,” that some description of them wil) 
The order jp 
which they occur is Shekalim, Zachor, Parah, and Iachodesh. The first of 
these, Shehkalim, or “shekels,” fell last Sabbath. Deriving its name from 
the extra “ portion’? read on that day (Exodus xxx. 11-15), which sets forth 
the command given in the Wilderness that every male [sraelite above the age 
of twenty should contribute neither more nor Jess than half a shekel to the 
Sanctuary, the Sabbath is either coincident with or immediately precedes the 
new moon of Adar. The institution carries us back to the time when the Temple 
was in existence, and when it was customary for the Sanhedrin to send messengers 
Nisan to remind Jews that the time was drawing near for payment of the annual 
were purchased. It was collected, a3 far as possible, before the first of Nisan, 
because the sacrifices of each year had to be purchased from the revenue of 
that year, commencing at the first of Nisan. Those who came up to Jerusalem 
to celebrate the Passover brought their half shekels with them. Some, however, 
delayed the payment till Pentecost and others even till Tabernacles. At each 
of these three festivals the sacrifices were purchased. The money was deposited 
in three boxes, and what was unspent went towards the support of other branches 
of the Temple expenditure. Priests and women were exempted from the tax. 
The value of a half-shekel was about 153d. The offering was not always 
restricted to this amount, but depended on the coin current at thetime. Daring 
the era of the Syro-Median monarchy ,the geldend/rachma, worth four shekels, was

HEBREW AP LIVING LANGUAGE. _ 
Many of our readers may have been surprised as well as amused last week 


our ordinary ideas to think that Hebrew should be chosen as the medium for a 


- newspaper of all things in this world. A review in Latin or a magazine in Greek | 


seems the nearest parallel that can be suggested. ‘To compose a newspaper in a 
‘ cead "language, to have advertisements of theatres, patent medicine, and the 


thousand miscellaneous articles of the modern press, all written in Hebrew, 
scems at firet sight a bold flight of imagination. But the apparent audacity is 
merely due to the general ignorance of Western Jews as to the condition of 


their Eastern brethren. Inthe West, Hebrow is indeed a “dead lapguage. 
But in Eastern Europe the study of Hebrew, so far from dying out 
is year by year showing greater signs of life. No greater symptom of the 
' lively interest in the language can be given than the existence of ten 
| weckly journals printed in Hebrew and devoted to.all kinds of Jewish interests. 
Besides these organs which deal with the current events of the time and place 
of their issue, there are eight monthly magazines in Hebrew more especially 
devoted to the higher mterests of Judaism. Theee organs are not a sudden 


growth of the present day, but have been steadily developing ever since the 


Mendelssohn movement awakened the intellect of Israel. The Meassef which 
emanated from a little bond of Mendenssohn’s friends who were hence termed 
the Veaszefiter was the criginal of all these Jater forms of Hebrew periodical 
literafure. From the time of Wessely to the present day, the Jewish organs 
have increased in number and their circle of readers has continually spread. 
But not aloue does a Hebrew press testify to the living nature of the 
Hebrow language, Many translations aod criginal works have appeared 
during the present century and are still appearing. Not a few of the 
most important works in the world’s literature can now be obtained in modern 
Hebrew, which is really nothing more than Biblical Hebrew with slight adapte- 
tions to the requirements of modern life. Shakespeare’s:‘’ Romeo and Juliet” 
ani ‘ Othello,” Milton’s “ Paradise Lost,’’ Goethe’s “Faust,” Disraeli’s 
 Alroy,’’ Eugene Sue’s ‘“ Mysteries of Paris,’’ and “ Wandering Jew,” these 
and many other works of imagination, can now be obtained in Hebrew. Ilebrew 
verse is still written profusely, original novels and tales are by no means 
uncommon. Elementary treatises on geometry, chemistry, electricity, have been 
composed in Hebrew and have run through many editions. In fact, Hebrew 
would deserve to rank as one of the minor literatures of Europe, like Polish or 


Danish, oven if there were no early books in existence. And not only are books | 


written in the language ; it forms the means of communication between Jews 
separated by many thousand miles. The Anglo-Jewish Association has to conduct 
much of its corresponderce in Hebrew, and its many Eastern visitors can often 
only be appealed to in conversation by means of Hebrew. All this modern 
Hebrew is unpointed ; therein lies the sole difficulty to anyone acquainted merely 
with Biblical Hebrew, And this difficulty soon disappears with a little practice 


A knowledge of some part of this ever-increasing literature is necersary to. 
understand the ideas of our Eastern brethren. In the East, as we have geen, it « 


is altogether a misnomer to speak of Hebrew as a ‘' dead” language. It lives 


as much as any minor dialect of Europe lives, and it seems to bear marks of | 


having still more life in the future. The increasing interest taken in Jewish 
literature may, we hope, be extended in England to the Janguage in which it

The Honourable Madame Fernandez, wife of our excellent Vice. President 
of the Alliance at Constantinople, has taken to heart the educational work 
amongst the Jews. ‘Thanks to her exertions three schools in this city have been 
endowed with proper buildings; the girls’ school at Haskeui by the Franklin 
Fund, and the boys’ schools at Galata from the produce of an annual bal! 
organized by her and placed under the patronage of bis Excellency the French 
Ambassador. The cost of the two last named premises was about £2.59). This 
amount was generously advanced, withont interest, by Messrs Camondo, who 
never remain in the background whenever a good work is to be accomplished, 
and who are repaid by annual ins‘taliacnts of 269 Turkish pounds, 
> The ball, which annually produces about 409 Turkish poun ts, was this year 
one of the most brilliant of the season.

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY said that before the meeting passed to other business, he 
desired to invite the members of the Board to pass a resolution, expressing in suitable 
terms their coraial and unqualified appreciation of the admirable manner in which 
their President, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, had directed the affaira of the Board, and of 


the great and active interest he had thereby shown in the well-being of the Jewish : 


Mr. E, ALEX, in seconding the vote, said that the services, the ability, and the. 
zeal of Mr. Cohen were so well known to the members of the Board, that it was 
quite superfluous to give any reasons why the resolution which he had the pleasure 
of seconding (and which he had had the intention of moving) should be passed with 


unanimity and cordiality. Myr. Alex thea put the resolution to the meeting, and it~ 


was carried by acclamation. 

In returning thanks the CHAIRMAN expressed his appreciation of the zeal of 
Mr. Stephany. the Secretary of the Board, as well as of the valuable services of Mr. 
Samuel, the Honorary Secretary, and of Mr. E. M. Leon, who had acted as Honorary 
Secretary pro fen. 

On the proposition of Mr. A, E. SyDNry, seconded by Mr. S. ScHLOss, a vote of 
thanks was passed to Mr. Sydney M. Samuel. 

A legacy of £200, bequeathed to the Board by the late Mr, Alexander Jones, was 
announced. 

A letter was read from Mr. Lewis Emanuel, the Solicitor and Secretary of the 
Board of Deputics, enclosing statistics which he had compiled with the object of 
making an approximate estimate of the Jewich population in England. (The sta- 
tistics were published in the Jewish Chronicle of the 18th ult.). 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Board would feel obliged to Mr. Emanuel for 
sending them a copy of the statistics which he had evidently taken much trouble in 
compiling. It had however been shown that any calculation of the Jewish popula- 
tion founded upon the death-rate was founded upon a misleading and untrustworthy 
basis, ‘Lhe statietics prepared by Dr. Asher, after consultation with the Registrar- 
General, which would be laid before the Council of the United Synagogue on the 
next evening, would fully explain the difficulty of taking the number of Jewish 
interments as a basis for calculating the number of Jewsin England So great was 
the difference in the death-rate that the Registrar-General could only explain it by 
expressing doubts as to the accuracy of the figures. But these figures had been 
carefully checked, and no explanation of them in the absence of a positive know- 
l-dge of the number oF Jews was possible. He wasa member of the deputation 
representing the Statistical Society who waited upon the Secretary of the Local 
Governinent Board with the object of endeavouring to influence him to include a 
religious schedule in the ensuing census, but it was clear that the Government did 
not favour their views, as the great dissenting bodies opposed, for political reasons, 
the taking a religious census Jews, on the contrary, greatly desired it. In no other 
way could their number in England be accurately determined. | 

Mr. SAMUEL MonTAGU said that the figures prepared by Mr. Emanuel had a 
negative ’ value. They conclusively showed that the Jewish population in England 
could not be less than 60,000, 

Mr. EMANUEL said that he had unofficially transmitted the statistical statement 
to the BoardSbecause he knew they took much interest in the subject, and had given 
expression to that interest in several of their annual reports The calculation of the 
approximate number of Jews in England had been borne out by the independent 
researches of Dr. Maurice Davis, who had contributed several articles on the subject 
to the Jewish Chronicle. Ag

The Rev. A. Liwy read a paper on Tuesday at the monthly mecting of the

Hebrew name amongst the innumerable disciples of Mahomed in India,

Red Ant, was more fully developed in the Aramaic Shwnshemana, which 
form occurs in the Syriac version of the Bible, as also; with various modifi- 
cations, in many passages of the Talmud and the Midrash.

Poosibly the 
Jast-named vocable was connected with the thematic form S/vm, which in Arabic 
means “to be odoriferous,”’ a characteristic peculiarity appe:taining to the ant-hill 

myrmar or myrmer, in passing through the stage of fyjrmer, had been modified into 
the Latin word formicoa, and was identical with the Persian Viiv, the Hindustani 
Mor, the Scandinavian forms myra and myre, and the innumerable cognates. which 
recurred in the German, Celtic and Slavonic languages. . Liven the German word 
ameise might be connected with “ mire,’ an ancieut Euglisi name for ant, just as 
there was a connecting transition between the German word ¢/sen and the English 
word “iron.” It might then be cautigusly asked (and, he woud reque-t competent 
persons to give the determining answer), whether this surprising identity lu name 
might not tafely be attributed to some. of the healing qualities which belong to the 
juice of the anta, and thus made the ants asubject of special notices amongst all the 
interlinked tribes and clans of Asia and Europe ; and also whether in the name my

Modera naturalists 
appeared to be: correct in’ the supposition that the writers” of antiquity 
mistook the so-called eggs (tne pupa) of the ants for grains of seed, 
Legendary information, growing apace by the side of positive facts, stated that once 
when the store;chamber of an ant-hill was opened, there was found in it no less than 
300 measures of wheat. The Rev. William Gould, who before the middie of the last 


century became the leader in the conscientious and fascinating researches since then 


instituted into the habits of ants, opened an ant-hill in the winter reason, and found 
its little inhabitants dormant and unprovided with food, and anle to dispense with it, 
One of the most attentive observers of the habits of ants, as mentioned in the 
Talmud and Midrash. was Simeon ben Chalafta. Onco he raw an ant cropping a 
grain of wheat ; the feilow-ants came and smelt at it. but none would pick it up, 
because they felt that they had vo right to interfore with the labour of the worker, 
who finally came back and carried the burden to its destinatiou. ‘This Simeon ben 
Chalafta was a precursor of those great naturalists who have thrown so much light 
on the labours aud combats of ants.

is the general temperance prevalent among. Jews, 
the tranquilising effects of the Jewish home should not be left out of 
account; worry kills thousands, and the absence of it enatles. thonsands to 
live, Further, Jews do not, as a rule, engage in the more hazardous waiks 
of life, and they thus become “better lives,” from an insurance point of 
view, Finally, the adherence to the regulations of Shec/ata has had its 
effect in making dews absolutely more healthy. Three thousand years’ 
abstinence from diseased meat would be alone sufficient to prove the proba- 
biity of a lower death-rate among the Jews. That this superiority exists 
onthe Continent has been proved by the religious statistics of the various 
countries, and we might fairly argue from the various consensus of results 
that the same would be the case in England. There scems every proba.

‘The Twenty-second Annnal Report of the Board of Guardiane, which was 


adopted by the Board on Monday, contains the reassuring information that the 


amount of ordinary subscriptions and donations show a slight increase, coupled | 
with the fact that the individuals applying for relief have been somewhat less 


numerous. The number of applicants in 1880 (exclusive of applicants for loans, 
apprenticeship premiums, &c.), was 2,588, being 51 less than during the previons 


year, although exceeding by 117 and 292, respectively, those of 1878 and 1877. 


The total of 1879 was the largest ever recorded. In 1880 there was a decrease 


of 118 in the total of “ new cases” and an increase of 67 in the number of 


“previous applicants.” There was a decrease in the number. of foreign appli- 
cants—a decrease of od of those residing here less than seven years and of 52 
of those arriving during 1880. The proportions of the length of residence in this 


country of the applicants when compared with the previous year remain substan- — 
tially the same; the slight decrease in the total number being dua to the | 
diminution of the tide of immigration. The number of persons assisted to leave 
England was 40 less than in 1879; 109 fewer individuals returned to the Con- - 


tincnt, and 71 more persons emigruted to America or the Colonies. Of the 561 
cases assisted to emigrate (comprising 1,255 individuals), only 37 were natives 
of this country, 446 were Polish, £9 Germans, 15 Datch, and 4 were natives of 
other countries. ‘The total cost to the Board (apart from private subsidies) 
of assisting these persons was £896 6s 9d., as against £586 94. 1ld. in 1879. 
The cstablishment of the new Emigration Committee has justified the Board in 
giving proportionately larger grants to each case, whilst the usual gifte fdr this 
purpose from individuals (amounting to £652 9s., in addition to £104 4s. special 
donations to the Emigration Fund) have also been controlled by the same body. 

‘There 18 again a lamentable increase of 57 inthe number of wife-deseriions ; 
the nuinber in 1880 being 208 against 161 in 1879. On this subject the Report 
tates: 


“It must be admitted that, in many cases, it is with the full consent of the 
wives that the husbands leave them and their children unprovided for, proceeding 
to other countries in the hope of bettering their condition, but speculating, mean- 
while, ou the well-known charity of the community to relieve them of their respon- 
sibilities. Feeling that the substitution of the ordinary parochial in-door workhouse 
relief for the freer and less restricted charity of the Board might act as a powerful 
deterrent in this class of cases, but unwilling to conduce to the infraction of the 
ci¢tary and other !aws, the Board decided, on the proposition and with the valuable 
assistance of Mr. I’. D. Mocatta, to apply to the workhouses to make specia! arrange- 
meuts for providing Jewish inmates with hesker meat and separate cuisine. Tis 
facility, already granted by the authorities of the Whitechapel Union—which 
administers the most important of the districts inhabited by Jews—will, it is hoped, 
be of good eliect, in enabling the Board to’deal with this most diflicult and dis- 
heartening of problems,”

£9,711 83 8d. in 1879 ; & nef increase of £945 10s caused princi- 
pally by the larger grants made to emigrants (an increase of £318 7s.

THE MASSORAH, 
_ We recently announced that Dr. Ginsburg had completed his edition of the 


Massorah,. ‘The work ia in thres volaines : Volumes and II. cottaining the 


Masvorah Magna and Parva lexically arranged, and Volume ILL. an Eayglish 
translation with explanatory notes. Volame [. having now boen issued to the 


subscribers, we have had an opportunity of examining it, and propose to give 
— our readers some idea of the task which De. Giusbarg bas happily brought to a 


close, ‘The term Massorah is familiar enough, but what is exactly comprehended 
by it ie not so well-understood Tn its larger sense, Massorah means “ tradition,” 
but technically the word is applied to the textual criticism of the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures. ‘Lhe Massorites were the ecribes and rabbins who concerned themselves 
with the collation of the best manuscripts of the Holy Writings, and the com. 
mitial to writing of the heterogeneous mass of traditions and criticisuis on the 
Various readivgs, with the object of preserving the iategrity of the sacrod text, 
aud fixing the orthoepic standard to which the reading of the Bible was to be, 
conforined, .These traditions were o:iziually preserved in distinct books, bat 
were later transferred to the margins of Biblical MSs. The text of the Bible 
edited ta couformtty with thess traditional directions is called the Massorete 
text. To quote the ¢psissema verba of Dr. Ginsburg, the Massoral isa marginal 
directory, Indicating on alawost every line in the imargin ef the MS, Bibles how 
the letters, words, forws and phrases are to be written, according to tio most 
aucient rules laid down by those who compiled, preserved, and transmitted the 
canon of the Old Testament Scriptures. Mvery spurious letter or redundant 
word, every variation In the repetition of a phrase, and evory pecatiarity of 
constructions over «lich the copyists are likely to blunder, and Which have been

We have received the first part of this Bible. It is printed in Hebrew and 
English in parallel columns. The type is large and clear. The English trans- 
lation is merely the Anglican version revised. The Bible is printed with the 
sanction of the Chief Rabbi, and to the competent hands of Dr. Friediin ter, 
the erudite Principal of Jews’ College, has been committed the task of revising 
the Anglican Version. Wo gather from the Prefatory Note signed. by Dr. 
Friedlinder that he lias also made himself responsible for the accuracy of the 
Hebrew text. There ig bo manin England more competent to undertake the 
task conscientiously and with scrupnions care. Dr. Fried!iader announces that 
his revision will be merely limited to. the correction of those passages which 
have been mistranslated owing to dogmatic bias on the part of the original 
translators.

Mr. Lewis Emanuel’s pamphlet on Corrupt Practices at Parliaments. 
Elections is a valuable contribution to the discussion on the subject of puri 
of election. It will form an excellent handbook in the consideration of g 
Henry James’s Bill now before Parliament. The essay opens with a historicy 
abstract of bribery at elections, full of dro!l stories avd hustings hamonrg 
asthe reference to “boroughs negotiated on the commercial traveller g stem 
by attorneys who went the round of the country-horses cn horseback,” ang , 
Old Sarum, where “the constituency consisted of the occupier of a solitary hong 
which stood atthe summitofahill.” The section headed “ the evils of the present 
system,” contains a telling impeachment of over 40 suspected constituencies. The 
remedies suggested are to make paid agency illegal, to prohibit the use of pubj, 
houses and canvassing, to forbid all payments except through a public fune. 
tionary, and to extinguish the small boroughs. Mr. Emanuel’s anxiety for the puri. 

fication of our political life is praiseworthy. No Englishmen can have an interes 
in the demoralization of their fellow citizeng, and, although it may be said that 
Jews would be on the whole likely to succeed by an appeal to the pockets of the : 
electors, and to be beaten by appeals to their prejudices, we are confident 
that they have most to hope for from that general enlightenment and elevation
